The Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts and Sciences said "the report forces the 
University to defend positions to which It does not ascribe." 

dltcd various examples of the 
detrimental effects of too much 
public control.

Student Aid Officer E.C. 
Knowles objected^'y^*terday to 
claims that his'^offlce'' has is- 
sued deceptive information ds 
alleged in the External Affairs 
Report. 

Tlic Report, coming before 
Students' Council tonight, dis- 
claimed the statement from 
Knowles' office that "no scheme 
of aid . . . will underwrite lack o( 
parental responsibility." 

The motion adds that students 
living away from liomc without 
financial support from their 
parents, "may, by a statement 
declaring 'broken ties' witnessed 
by certain qualified persons," 
receive auxiliary aid from Que- 
bec. 

Reverend Knowles rejected the 
Report's Interpretation of the 
Government's ; policy. Stiidcnts 
cannot get additional funds. "Just 
by declaring they have broken 
with their parents. They must 
have been evicted and be able 
to prove this". 

A. letter from a professor, or 
priest, as stated In the Daily, is 
'not sufficient evidence in itself, 
he added. "Nor is a notarial state- 
ment from the father refusing 
room and board."

minutes of their meetings, and 
give cogent reasons in each case 
for maintaining confidentiality. 

"We shall be proposing to 
Council that the Students' S'bcie- 
ly not name students to Senate 
committees if they are - to be 
bound to confidentiality in their 
actions, as this would couiilêr 
the principles and practice of 
democratic control." 

He then included a list of 
|. questions. The first askeS whe- 
ther the committees which had 
student representation weré do- 
used to observers who were not 
Vmcmbers of the committee, the 
second, whether thé limembers 
were bound to' cohfldcntiallty ; 
the next, whether notice of meet- 
ings, agendas and minutes of 
meetings were ta be made pu- 
blic and^tbej^^d one, Vrhether 
the Indivîdttiul^mipittees were 
empowered to decide on the pre- 
vious questions themselves. 

On ^September 6, McDougall 
sent an answer to Wilson which 
included the following para- 
graphs: "Senate has no regula- 
tions governing the various 
points (a) (b) (c) (d) raised in 
your letter. These questions will, 
however, be brought to Senate's 
attention at Its next meeting. 

"It is Senate's feeling that the 
participation of students In ^ 
nate committee work is impor- 
tant and helpful both to the Uni- 
versity and to|Uie^|£adent body 
itscU. Pendingl^iRtunlra^of the 
points raised in your letter by 
Senate wo hope that the Stu- 
dents' Society will proceed to 
nominate its representatives on 
Senate Committees." 

Wilson shipped off his reply 
on September 11. Ho reiterated 



that he would propose to Coun- 
cil that the Students' Society not 
name students who would be 
bound by confidentiality. 

He felt it would compromise 
Council's freedom of acUon if ■ 
he sent representatives In the 
interim. He then asked whether 
the Senate would invite repre- 
sentatives to its meeting that 
would discuss the matter. 

When McDougall received Wil- 
son's letter, he called &nS^ told 
the External Affairs Vice-Presi- 
dent that Dr. Robertson (H. Ro- 
cke-Robertson, Principal and Vi- 
ce<:hancellor of McGili) felt It 
was up to Senate to decide on 
the invitation to its meethig and 
therefore of course, there could 
bo no invitation forthcoming for 
the September meeting of Sena- 
te (Senate meets on the third 
Wednesday of each month). 

On September 21, the day fol- 
lowing Uie Senate meeting. Uc- 
Dougall sent Wilson a note say- 
ing he bad been "asked to report 
Senate's .feelings." 

He reaffirmed the fact that 
Senate has enacted ntf regula- 
tions governing the various ques- 
tions of confidentiality. In fact, 
in the past, Committee Chairmen, 
members of committees' and 
members of Senate have exer- 
cised their own discretion in this 
regard. 

He then went on to say: "At 
the present time Senate is not 
in a position to state a policy, 
but feels that the question pre- 
sents no great difficulties. Sena- 
te expressed the hope that stu- 
dents will continue to 'Serve on 
Senate Committees, and in the 
meantime Senate itself wHI con- 
tinue to study the question." 

A' meeting with McDougall 
this past Monday revealed that 
Senate had never reairy consi- 
dered tills type of thing before. 



In effect It was a new prolTIem 
and as such had to be worked 

on. 

Nothing in the statutes or 
charter either mentions or rOles 
on whether, meetings are to be 
open or dosed. 

V McDougall surmises that Se- 
nate may await the report of its 
Duff-Berdahl Committee before 
considering the problem.
